The copy he ultimately provided ie a copy of the very, very poor copy in 
CB362a. * neve had it for ao mo time, cince before tuey told John they hod no copy, 
.aul reported to mo long, long ago that he tad also sean it elsewhere. 


Their records will be absolute proof in a woy that may not hcvei damned 
upon him, in the bo kkeeping. I will not bore you with details, but it la and will 
alwsyB be irrefutable. 


However, et the risk of seeming paranoid (the reason for sending this 
poor carbon boin,- speed), I wrnt you to be ewore of the fact that there is no reason 
to believe this tutboriaetlon was added tc tta JTK file until very recently. It would 
be too rew to try end add it to the other autopsy filea, sotfmeny of mich have been 
so car 1- fully examined, st leost by may, some, cei-t^nly, by Psul as early as the sum- 
mar -t I960. Ths cm fila sevr. by few ic the JFK 4-1. They will hare more trouble 'ith th 
this in due time because of the composition of the JFK-4 series, “y hunch is that it 
was not until J ohn and I were in ccrespondence about this and the feebeea knew * ohn 
was cbout to do arpsthieg in court that one of + hem contrived this minor correction. 

I am inclined to believe h hoods knew nothing about it (which ic irrelevant and immaterial, 
but it nay ^ke a difference to bim slnao he can anticipate being in court hlmt.el., 
with •'ohn, with me, or with both). Some of ycu are ewore of tue knowledge of ajceone 
not porty to it and not informed by me of some of my unpublished materiel and M hie 
persistent prying to learn of it. it would be grossly unfair to aay this caetB him in 
ths role of informant, but it would grossly stupid to overlook the credence tnia tri- 
dent can lend to auch a belief, unpleaeent and unlikely as it may seem to taoee who 
know dim better then 1.
